The Artesia Motor Jockeys, an 
eleven-year-old road riding club, 
proved that experience is the best 
teacher with their well-organized 
Tenth Annual Poker Run. The 212 
road riders participating inthe event, 
met at Harley-Davidson of Long 
Beach between 8:00 and 9:30 a.m. 
All were greeted with a warm wel- 
come and free coffee and donuts 
furnished by the Harley shop. Short- 
ly after 8:00 o’clock, riders in 
groups from two to a dozen pulled 
onto Long Beach Blvd., with their 
first set of travel instructions, head- 
ing for check point #1. The sky was 
a bright blue umbrella laced with 
marshmallow white clouds, with old 
Mr. Sun playing peek-a-boo. All in 
all, it was a warm morning; and 
everyone seemed to be in the best of 
spirits. The first instruction sheet 
led the riders from Long Beach Blvd. 
to Carson. After a 22 mile ride east 
on Carson, the riders turned south 
on Santiago Blvd., and then 4 miles 
to check point #1. Check point #1, 
as well as the others, was well- 
marked and impossible to miss. 
After leaving the first check point, 
and receiving instruction sheet #2, 
the run continued in a southerly

In his heat race he came on 
fast to blast by Mel Lacher with 
some fancy high-groove riding. Once 
in the lead, with only one lap to 
go, the Michigan fence-buster tried 
to dent the south turn wall with a

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Suzuki stats at Cotati

Sunday’s road races at Cotati raceway in Northern California were 
notable mostly because of the steamroller approach of Suzuki to west coast 


racing. 

Suzuki’s once-invincible 50 and 
125cc grand prix racers are getting 
dusted off regularly in Europe this 
season, and perhaps the factory (or 
US Suzuki Corp.) is trying to drag in 
some of that good publicity closer 
to home. 

At any rate, the Suzuki pit was 
overflowing with blue and white 
speedsters, including works 50 and 
125 machines and a prototype pro- 
duction racer with an X-6 based- 
engine which may be sold as a com- 
petitor to Yamaha’s rapid TD1-series 
bikes. 

The prototype 250 has a frame 
patterned after the works machines, 
and an engine which externally at 
least, looks much like an X-6. 
What’s inside is anyone’s guess. 

Before the race one AFM member 
quoted Ron Grant, who was to ride 
the new machine, as sayingit wasn’t, 
quite as quick as the Team Cutlass- 
Howard Motors X-6. 

After winning the 250cc race 
handily, Grant was asked how the 
bike ran. 


“Well,” he said, “it’s not quite 
as quick as——” then he broke off 
and then resumed with a sort of 
smile: “It did go pretty well in the 
race, didn’t it?” He was right. It did. 

50cc Grand Prix 


The AFM has divided the 50cc 
class into two divisions: I for 
machines with 5 and over gears, and 
Il for four-speed machines. At Cotati 
both ran together with the 100cc GP 
tossed in for good measure, 

Haruo Koshino leaped into first 
place on lap one and stayed there 
until the end. He was followed by 
Walt Fulton III of Orange on another 
Suzuki, then Reg Pridmore on a 
Honda S-90 GP machine and Merv 
Wright of El Sobrante on aCR110 
Honda. 
125cc & 175cc Grand Prix 

Steve McLaughlin of Covina 
rounded turn one first on his twin 
cam Honda in this event, but by lap 
two it was again a Suzuki show. 
Walt Fulton took the lead and was 
never headed. McLaughlin held sec-

An Open Letter To Those Responsible: 


Who is responsible for the death of 16-year-old Ronald Burris? YOU are! 

If you had thought of the consequences of shirking your responsibility 
and then acted as a good citizen should, Ronald Burris would probably be 
alive today. Stretching chains and cables across enticing trails like spiders’ 
webs to trap the unwary, landlords have fairly festooned the west with neck- 
breakers. They are guilty, but YOU are responsible. 

You failed to bring the hazards to public attention. If you knew that a 
man was putting out poison meat in your neighborhood you would have acted 
to save your dogs. You would have complained to the police, I hope. Yet you 
will not act to save the lives of people, fellow riders, by reporting similar 
conditions when they threaten the lives of motorcyclists. 

I wonder, sometimes, is it because you are ashamed to be a cycle rider? 
If that’s it I recommend you “swear off” motorcycling for a year.or two and 
decide if it’s really worth preserving. 

Are you proud to be a cycle rider but afraid to raise your voice in de- 
fense of your life?, Then buddy, save this copy of Cycle News and show it 
when anyone questions your right to pursue happiness on your motorcycle in 
this nation, which guarantees its citizens a right to life and liberty as well. 

Young Burris is not the first cycle rider to take it in the neck because 
of your neglect, but will he be the last? His tragedy was listed as “accident- 
al” and another black mark goes on cycling’s safety record. Don’t you think 
this slaughter should be labeled as what it is, as crime? 

Like Viet Namese booby trap$ the chain barrier is nearly invisible, cun- 
ningly simple to erect, and highly effective at killing motorcycle riders, As- 
tonishingly, the killing has escaped the notice of the law. Landowners who 
put up these nuisances know they cannot keep motorcycle riders and horses 
out. It is simple to ride around or lift the chain and ride under. But they are 
gambling that the rider will not see the chain in time to stop, hoping he will 
at least take a spill. “And let that be a lesson to trespassers.” 

Well, we have been very forgiving of those who “trespass against us” 
all these years. Isn’t it time they showed a little mercy? A mother’s grief is 
too high a penalty for a child’s error. 

What could you do about it if you wanted to? You can at least danger- 
mark the hazards you find, as Burris’ family did after the tragedy... Tie your 
handkerchief (or anything visible) to every neckbreaker you see. Your warn- 
ings may be removed. If so, report it to Cycle News, we beg you. Although 
it is“legal” to leave such hazards unmarked, we fee] it is definitely criminal 
to defy efforts to place warnings. 

If you feel moved by the loss of Ron Burris, write to your political re- 
presentatives, asking them to propose legislation against hazards such as 
these. 

In a calm frame of mind, contact local property owners and parks depart- 
ments and ask them to replace their chain gates, pitfalls and other cunning 
devices with safer barricades. In California, call their attention to the re- 
cently enacted trail posting law, which specifies the manner of marking 
trails that are off limits to vehicles, 

Tell your local police of road and trail hazards. If they can’t do any- 
thing about them, find out why. 

It is high time that we motorcycle riders wake up to our responsibilities 
and get off the defensive if we plan to go on enjoying our sport to a ripe old 
age. We need many things to lick the rising trend of cycle accidents. Let us 
first take out the obvious threats to life and limb — the grisly neckbreakers 
have got to go!

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BIG SUR

There may be other ways, but 
getting to know California by bike 
must be the best. Being new to Cali- 
fomia, I first got my feet wet by 
packing myself, my wife and. my 
camping equipment aboard the BMW 
and striking out north towards Big 
Sur with the notion of looking for 
the Loners MC. Just the day before 
I had seen a brief article in Cycle 
News saying that they would be 
spending the Labor Day weekend at 
Lime Kiln Creek.

250cc Grand Prix 

The 250cc heat race had provided 
the fans with the most exciting dice 
of the day, a lap-after-lap scrap be- 
tween Ron Grant on the prototype 
Suzuki and Bill Boyd of San Fran- 
cisco on a very fleet TD1-C. Boyd 
was making his first California ap- 
pearance after a season of racing 
in England. 

Grant had come out on top in the 
heat race, but it had been a close 
thing. In the final, however, he had 
things a bit better. Boyd was back 
there, all right, but at a more re- 
spectable distance. Behind Boyd 
was Koshino, this time on an X-6 
based racer, and fourth in the official 
results was Dick Kilgroe of Hay- 
wardon the Howard Motors sponsored 
Team Cutlass Suzuki. (Ahead of 
Kilgroe on the track but not appear- 
ing in the results was Walt Fulton. 
At press time we were unable to 
contact the AFM, but Fulton was 
probably riding a 125cc works racer 
for “no points.”) 

350cc Grand Prix 


The 350cc AFM class is pretty 
much the private preserve of bored- 
out Super Hawks, using Precision 
Machining or Webco 350 kits. Sun- 
day’s race was an exception though, 
as the apple cart was knocked 
helterskelter by another Suzuki — 
Grant on the factory 125. 

Grant won, but Honda-mounted 
Dave Burchards protested and after 
a friendly discussion it was agreed 
to award the money to Grant, but 
the class championship points to 
Burchards.

500cc and Open Grand Prix 

As the big bikes lined up on the 
starting grid Grant once again 
brought the little Suzuki out to do 
battle. 

Fourth on lap one, he passed one 
man by lap two, got around Triumph 
650-mounted Tom Steele by lap 
three and began chasing leader 
Dave Bostrom’s Triumph. 

On lap seven, Grant was less 
then three bike lengths behind Bos- 
trom when he saw the leader go 
wide on turn six. 

“I thought to myself, ‘Here’s 
where I get him,’” Grant said later, 
telling how he threw the little bike 
low into the turn. 

Only then did Ron discover the 
reason Bostrom had gone wide — oil 
on the pavement. Rider and machine 
did a delicate ballet across the 
track and Dick Kilgroe (Honda) and 
Al Whitney (Manx Norton) who were 
having their own private battle 
zipped past. Unhurt, Grant remounted 
and worked his way into third place 
at the finish. 

Production Events 

Art Baumann of San Francisco 
won the 250 production race on an 
X-6 Suzuki, but was disqualified on 
protest for bump starting. New win- 
ner was Gerry -Long (Yamaha) of 
San Francisco. Georganne Muhlberg 
continued her domination of the 
100cc class on her stock Yamaha. 

Open GP winner Bostrom rode an 
Ossato victory in the 175 production 
class. Hondas ridden by Ken Hick- 
man and Vic Manvelli respectively 
won the 350 and 500cc production 
races. Phil Bennett’s Triumph 650 
was winner in the open.

Rayborn broke a cam gear at 
the start of the heat race and never made a lap. All the broken teeth 
were found and a replacement was inserted in time for him to line up

Hammer held a fairly close second to 
Rayborn until he unloaded on the 10th 
lap, moving Ron Grant to second. Grant 
held off repeated challenges by Mann 
until the 16th lap when he cornered too

The race was for second all the way 
in this one with Dick Hayes bird- 
dogging John Fishburn for the position, 
They were tied together until the next 
to last lap when Hayes crashed hard 
and fast. Denver's Warren Flickinger 
then moved up to take third with Fish- 
burn on his BSA breaking the H-D win 
chain. 

It was the opinion of co-promoters 
J.C. Agajanian and Sandy Belond that 
all was satisfactory at the first Califor- 
nia National road race since 1954 and 
Carlsbad will again be the sight of the 
national in 1967.

Glen Kyle 
dashed up the hill on his Vincent in the 
time of 8.10 seconds to better his last 
year’s mark of 8.33 seconds in the 74 
cubic-inch class. In the 45 cubic-inch 
class, Besse Wendt shot the slope in 
9.09 aboard an Indian which was good 
enough to win this year but was slower 
than his time of last year—8.90 seconds. 

Last year’s number five man in the 
74 inch class, Joe Hemmis, made it 
into the second slot this time around 
with a time of 8.22 seconds—.04 sec- 
onds slower than his time last year. 

In the smaller class, Larry Hetrick, 
powered his Harley-Davidson up the 
hill in 9.87 seconds to take second in 
the 45 cubic inch class as he did in 
1965 with a time of 10.42 seconds.

The only advan- 
tages that the riders have ‘over there” 
are more practice due to more frequent 
events and more experience in tuning 
and gearing for various courses. There 
is one other hang-up, of course, and that 
is they make money. 

We wouldlike to see a shop or dealer- 
ship willing to go out on a limb and 
sponsor some promising rider such as 
Marty Lunde, Lance Weil, Frank Scurria, 
or some other racer with the determina- 
tion to succeed. 

The motto of the AFM is “Dedicated 
to making America first in International 
Racing” — and it is our goal to further 
this creed. The only way a potential 
world champion can prove his merit is to 
race where there is a large amount of 
international competition, and at this 
Stage of the game this appears to be the

British Isles. Due to the AMA’s lack of 
interest in International racing, the 
smaller clubs can only serve as stepping 
stones to world competition. The AFM 
will of course, continue to strive to 
bring about a change in this situation by 
holding races under international rules. 

The next AFM event is scheduled for 
October 2nd at Cotati Raceway, hosted 
by the San Francisco Chapter. They have 
had a great deal of success and you can 
be assured of a first class event.
